#What's Wrong With 


U. S. Colleges? 


Many arguments have been presented and 
suggestions made on what is wrong, if any* 
thing, with American schools and how these 
faults could be corrected At least two college 
officials feel the fault lies in methods of instruc* 
tion within the schools 


Dr Rover S Pitkin, president of Goddard 
College, Plainfield. Vt . believes colleges do not 
emphasize maturity adequately, and Dr Roger 
C. Gay. president of Naxson College, Springvale. 
Maine blames conformity in school curricula for 
what each of them believes are the shortcomings 
of higher education. 


Dr Pitkin stresses as his credo, “To become 
an adult, one has to do an adult s work.” in ex­ 
plaining the post adolescent interlude many col­ 
lege students seem to adopt as a mean* of .stav­ 
ing off the responsibilities and work load of an 
adult. He blames college* for allowing the stu­ 
dent to remain in his “ juvenile cocoon '* 


“ When the biggest task that confronts an 
intelligent young man or woman is to pass a 
paper and pencil examination or score the win­ 
ning point for Alma Mater's basketball team, 
the challenge to whole intellectual and social 
development is indeed meager." he says. 


Dr Gay is equally emphatic in his view* 
concerning * assembly-line 
te< hmq.m* in edu­ 
cation. 
Such rigid conformation 
to 
standard 
rules of instruction, he warns can ooh* result 
in 
an endless procession of gray flannel minds 


f o r unimaginative existente in a completely 
homogenized soclety." 


Both of these men are tmiq ie in that they 
are able to find fault with themselves and their 
profession, It is th.* attitude of unselfish criti­ 
cism which ss most*conducive to the elimina­ 
tion of ills in any calling.
